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HEW Freezes UC Contracts, Charges Discrimination 


UC Berkeley's failure to come 
up with an acceptable affirmative 
action plan has caused the federal 
government's department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) to place a 30-day freeze on 
the campus’s federal contracts 
coming up for review. 

The amount of those contracts is 
apparently in excess of $5 million, 
according to Roy Colvig, public 
information officer. 

In an Il-page letter to Berkeley 
chancellor Albert Bowker last 
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Friday, Peter Holmes, director of 
the office for civil rights, criticized 
the current plan for discrepancies 
between the salaries of men and 
women, for a failure to break down 
data by department, and for not 
justifying the seven to 16 year 
implementation period of the plan. 

In Washington, D.C., Holmes 
said, ‘‘Unless the University 
submits an acceptable affirmative 
action program within 30 days I 
will have no alternative but to 
conclude that the University of 
California at Berkeley is unable to 
comply with its obligations as a 


federal contractor.” 

HEW officials visited the 
Berkeley campus in- mid- 
September and promised to report 
their findings within two months. 
Rumors spread before the an- 
nouncement that the decision to 
withhold funds had been made 
and the Daily Californian reported 
last Monday that the plan would 
not be accepted. 

At the UC Board of Regents 
meeting last week, the Berkeley 
campus made a presentation on its 
affirmative action program. Vice 
Chancellor Christensen noted that 
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Lick Astronomers Fall 
Into Black Hole

Imagine the difficulty of proving 
the existence of an invisible object 
in space when all the evidence 
must be gathered with optical 
instruments. 

That is the problem recently 
solved by Robert Kraft, a UCSC 
astronomer, and a team of 
graduate students in verifying the 
discovery of a black hole, Cygnus 
X-l, announced in the current 
issue of the Astrophysical Journal. 

A black hole is thought to-be the 
tinal phase in the evolutionary life 
of a star. An aging star, according 
to current theory, experiences 
several stages over billions of 
years, becoming successively a red 
giant, a white dwarf, a neutron 
star, and then, if its mass is suf- 
ficiently great, collapsing in a final 
cataclysm to the  near-infinite 
dense black hole. 

The gravitational field in the 
vicinity of a black hole is so ex- 
tremely intense that any form of 
matter or radiant energy directed 
at it is sucked into it as into a 
bottomless garbage disposal in 
space. Nothing ever leaves a black 
hole once sucked in, not even a 
beam of light, so that it is an 
invisible hole in the fabric of 
space. 

The theoretical possibility of 
black holes was first postulated in 
Einstein's general relativity theory 
in 1915S, but detailed mechanisms of 
its structure and behavior have 
only recently been worked out. 

One prerequisite for the for- 
mation of a black hole is that the 
collapsing star’s mass be at least 
about three times that of our own 
sun. Since they are by their very 
nature invisible, black holes must 
be sought through indirect means; 
therein lies the story of the Lick 
team’s pursuit. 

It was during a course on in- 
trinsic variable given by Kraft last 
spring that the suggestion was first 
made to check Cygnus X-1 for 
black hole potential. The name 


Cygnus X-l means that it was the 
first X-ray source discovered in the 
constellation Cygnus, the Swan. It 
was known to be an optically 
indetectable companion to another 
star designated HDE-226868. 

One possible explanation for its 
X-ray emission was that it is a 
black hole orbiting so close about 
its companion that it pulls off part 
of its outer layer of gases. As the 
material is accelerated and 
condensed down into the 
gravitational field of the black 
hole, it is heated to the point that it 
emits X-rays. 

However, other explanations are 
possible. The deciding factor is 
the mass of Cygnus X-l. If found 
to be above the critical figure then 
the black hole explanation would 
be the best one to fit the facts. 

So the problem boils down to 
measuring the size of something 
that can’t be seen. The researchers 
solved the problem by measuring 
the total mass of both objects. 
Then the mass of the visible 
companion star could be ac- 
curately measured and the im- 
portant value of Cygnus X-I’s mass 
can be calculated. 

The mass can be determined by 
measuring a star’s total output of 
light (its luminosity). But this is 
tricky because interstellar dust 
absorbs some of its light--the blue 
light more than the red--so stars 
are reddened in much the same 
way as the sun is reddened by the 
earth's atmosphere at sunrise and 
sunset. The farther away a star, 
the more dust its light must 
traverse to reach the earth and the 
greater the reddening effect. So 
this reddening effect must be 
known if luminosity (and hence 
mass) is to be determined. 
Because the distribution of dust is 
variable in different parts of the 
sky, the reddening effect has to be 
measured for each specific region 
of the sky being observed.

There was an ominous silence 
among the corporate titans of the 
UC Board of Regents after they 
heard a report on_ federal 
regulations which would legislate 
out of existence a way of life that 
had brought profit to many of 
them. 

The regulations, a system 
devised by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) to reduce 
automobile traffic and its resulting 
pollution from the state’s major 
cities, affect every campus save 
this one, but the Regents did not 
long count their blessings over that 
bit of small fortune. 

The regulations are long and 
complicated. University lawyers 
got their first look at them only 
three days before the Regents met, 
ironically enough, in Riverside, 
which has achieved enough 
notoriety as smog city to warrant 
U.S. Senate committees to hold 
hearings there the same week as 


the campus had made efforts 
toward increasing the numbers of 
minority and women hirees as 
early as 1967. 

Christensen pointed to a steadily 
increasing number of women 
appointed to faculty positions-- 
trom three percent in 1967 to six 
percent in 1970, to 20 percent in 
1972 and 26 percent in 1973. 
Christensen admitted, however, a 
dissatisfaction with past progress 
and promised a commitment to 
further efforts. 

Part of the problem lies with 
funding. Christensen estimated a 


need for $500,000 at Berkeley 
alone for affirmative action. The 
University is only asking a total of 
$790,000 from the state for all 
campuses. It received only 
$250,000 of a $1,080,000 request 
last year. 

HEW pointed to problems at 
Berkeley that exist within UC as a 
whole also. The matter of salary 
discrepancies, particularly in the 
area of librarians, has caused UC 
President Charles J. Hitch to add 
$557,000 to the budget request 
from the state in order to bring 
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Ruth Blodgett captured the action. 


Pollution Regulations Shock Regents 


the Regents were in town. 

Effective in July 1974,an 
organization which has more than 
700 parking spaces and rents those 
spaces to its employees must 
charge them a daily rate equal to 
the average of the three nearest 
commercial lots providing at least 
100 spaces plus a surcharge of one 
dollar. 

Cars with three or more persons 
would have to be admitted without 
charge. Employers would be 
required to reimburse their em- 
ployees for costs incurred in using 
mass transportation up to $200 per 
year. 

Those providing free parking 
would be. charged a yearly sur- 
charge for each space of $180. 
Each succeeding year the sur- 
charges will be increased under the 
regulations. For paid parking, the 
surcharge will go to two dollars in 
July 1975 and to $2.50 in July 1976. 
The free parking surcharge would 
increase to $360 in 1975 and to 
$450 in 1976. 


Students do not come out 
unscathed by the regulations. The 
University would have to charge 
ten cents per hour to students. 
That would double in 1975 and go 
to 30 cents in 1976. 

After the initial shock had worn 
off a bit, UC President Charles J. 
Hitch noted that the regulations 
would be an ‘‘administrative 
monstrosity” to enforce. Other 
Regents expressed concern about 


the bonds the University had 
undertaken to finance parking 
structures. 


A feeling was expressed that the 
credit of the University could be 
at stake if the regulations were put 
into effect. : 

Hitch noted that the regulations 
were in final form, adding that the 
proposed regulations did not 
resemble the final ones at all. 
Thirty days are allowed for 
comment on the regulations. As 
the Regents do not have another 
meeting until January they

groups simultaneously work for 
prisoners in Western, Communist 
and 3rd World countries. For 
twelve years AI has met with 
success in effecting the release of 
thousands of prisoners. Because 
of AI’s respected status in the 
world community, it was able to 
exert pfessure on the military 
junta directly after the coup in 
Chile. This pressure is credited 
with the saving of thousands of 
lives of Chilean leftists as well as 
Brazilian and Uruguayan 
refugees. 

Every Amnesty International 
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group holds in common. their 
interest in the plight of prisoners 
of conscience throughout the 
world and employs letter-writing 
as their method of communicating 
this concern. But each group has 
its own ideas and plans for en- 
couraging new groups through 
speakers and films, along with 
fund-raising activities. The 
formation of new groups enables 
more “‘adoption”’ of prisoners, and 
if not active membership, a 
promise to send a telegram in case 
of an emergency as evidenced in 
the military takeover of Chile. 

At present there exist two 
Amnesty groups on campus--one 
centered at Merrill; the other at 
Stevenson. They have sponsored a 
talk/film presentation by Kit 
Bricca, a west coast coordinator of 
Amnesty International, have sold 
baked goods, and are involved in 
the collecting of signatures for the 
torture petition being circulated by 
AI and aimed at an international 
appeal to the President of the 
General Assemby of the United 
Nations to outlaw immediately the 
torture of prisoners throughout the 
world. 

In an effort to raise funds to 
continue bringing speakers and 
films concerned with the Human 
Rights issue, Santa Cruz Amnesty 
International in the nest two weeks 
will be selling greeting cards 
around campus.

authorized the Chairman of the 
Board, Dean A Watkins, Hitch 
and General Counsel Donald L. 
Reidhaar to ‘‘take whatever steps 
they deem necessary, including the 
filing of a law suit or suits and the 
retention of outside counsel, to 
protect the operations of the 
University.” 

The Regents also heard from 
their auditors at this meeting. The 
theme of the Haskins and Sells 
report was one of centralization in 
order to make economies. Cen- 
tralized purchases of library books 
was suggested, as was coordination 
of computer facilities, and the 
closer control of the campuses by 
Universitywide administration. 

The Regents voted approval of 
Hitch’'s recommendation to 
support the incorporation of a 
moderate-sized city in the Goleta 
Valley which would include the 
University’s Santa Barbara 
campus and Isla Vista. The 
administration favors that as the 
better alternative, rather than 
incorporation of Isla Vista and 
UCSB ina separate city. The most 
favored option, the incorporation 
of the Goleta Valley with the city 
of Santa Barbara, is not currently 
before the Local Agency For- 
mation Commission. 

The recommendation was 
opposed at the meeting by Santa 
Barbara External Affairs student 
president Abby Haight. 

In other action, the Regents:

Approved the cession of 
University land around High 
Street to the city of Santa Cruz to 
permit its widening despite a letter 
objecting to the relocation of High 
through the residential area from 
the Western Limits Residential 
Association; 

Asked the state for an ad- 
ditional $557,000 to provide salary 
adjustments, largely for librarians; 

Appointed Regents Elinor 
Heller and Robert Reynolds to the 
California Postsecondary 
Education Commission, for a six- 
month term on the Commission 
which replaces the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education.

librarian and other salaries up to 
standards. 

Affirmative action plans 
submitted by the campuses to 
Universitywide administration 
have usually been changed toward 
a more conservative view of the 
campus’ ability to attract 
minorities and women. 

Berkeley had projected a 16- 
year period in order to correct a 
lack of women and_ minority 
faculty in the humanities, a 14- 
year period for the social sciences 
and 7 years for the biological 
sciences. 

The HEW action may indicate a 
shift towards a harder line on 
affirmative action. Berkeley is 
only the third university in the 
country to come under fire. It is 
conceivable that other UC 
campuses could also have pressure 
brought to bear against them. 

Bowker stated, “It is our in- 
tention to submit the necessary 
material for an approvable plan. 
We have not been standing still for 
the last three years.”

students working with Kraft did. 
Alan Koski photographed the sky 
around HDE-226868 and drew up 
star charts for accurate record 
keeping. Then Dennis Butler, 
working with Kraft on the 120-inch 
telescope, made spectroscopic 
measurements of about 100 stars in 
the vicinity of HDE-226868. From 
this they could determine ‘what 
their luminosity and color should 
be. Koski, working with Jesse 
Bregman and Edward Kemper on 
the 24-inch telescope, measure the 
apparent colors. 

Their raw data was reduced to 
workable form by a computer 
program developed by Remington 
Stone, a Berkeley astronomer 
working at Lick. Combining the 
two sets of data gave them the 


effect of reddening as a function of 


distance, enabling the team to 
measure the true luminosity of 
HDE-226868. 

The result of this roundabout 
work was that Cygnus X-1 is indeed 
the right size to be a black hole. 
The evidence cannot make the 
identification 100 percent sure; 
Koski pointed out ‘‘There’s always 
someone who's going to ask, ‘Just 
how do you really know that that 
thing * is a_ totally collapsed 
body?’ "" But the physical 
parameters that Kraft and_ his 
team measured do seem best fitted 
by a black hole model.

In South Africa, 19 percent of the population is white and holds 87 
percent of the land, all of the wealth, and virtually all of the political 
power. Non-white South Africans are totally disenfranchised. South 
Atrican society is based upon racial separation or ‘apartheid’. 
‘‘Apartheid’’ seperates whites from non-whites in all public areas, in 
education, in housing, in transportation, marriage and in sports. From 

cradle to grave a person’s destiny is determined by race. 

Under apartheid the people of South Africa are divided into four 
distinct racial groups: Europeans, Coloured, Asians and Africans. 
Atricans, who total almost 80 percent of the population, are alloted 13 
percent of the agricultural land in the republic and that land is generally 

_ the poorest. On these ‘“‘Bantustans” or ‘‘reserves’’ the majority of the 
population is supposed to live and earn a living. The fact is that less than 
forty percent of all Africans live on the “‘reserves’’. They live in 
“townships” whihe are adjacent to, but separated from white urban 
areas and on white farms in rural areas. Coloured and Asians will 
control some small enterprise and local government, but the central 
government in Pretoria will control monetary and fiscal policies, foreign 
affairs, the military and police forces. 

Trade and industrial unions are segregated by race. Africans have the 
right to organized but cannot bargain collectively or strike. By South 
African law and custom no white may ever hold a job beneath or work 
under an African. Theoretically, all skilled work is kept for whites. 
Because of the shortage of white workers, however, blacks are moving 
into higher skill levels. But low black wages are maintained by two 
methods: 1) Fragmentation, which breaks complex jobs down into their 
simpler component parts, and 2) downgrading, which reclassifies jobs 
into levels of lesser skill by renaming them. 

It is through this reclassification of jobs that the disporportion bet- 
ween African and white wages actually increased. In 1966 the ratio of the 
average white mineworker’s pay to that of an African mineworker was 
17.6 to k. In 1971 that ratio increased to 20.3 to 1. In manufactoring in 
1966, the average white man’s pay was 5.1 times that of.an aygrage black 
man. In. 1971 a white man’s pay was 5.85 times that of a black man. 
This increase in descrepancy took place even though the proportion of 
economically active Africans in unskilled jobs fell from 84 percent in 
1960 to 68 percent in 1970. During the period 1960-69, the percentage of 
national income received by Africans dropped from 26 percent to 18.8 
percent. In 1960 African income per person represented 11.2 percent of 

Africans upon a low fixed wage have had to deal with another nemesis 
to their very existence.

The constitution of the Com- 
mittee of College Representatives 
(CCR), tenderly nurtured through 
a long and arduous formative 
period, emerges this week to 
undergo ratification by the eight 
colleges. 

Students from each of the 
colleges here have been meeting 
for the past month to form a 
committee of the colleges. The 
constitution, printed below, 
outlines some of the reasons why it 
was felt that such a committee was 
necessary. Even more importantly 
for some people, it clearly outlines 
that the CCR is not a student 
council or government, but a place 
where students from different 
colleges can exchange information 
and ideas. 

One provision of the con- 
stitution provides for selection of a 
campus representative. A campus 
rep would be useful in bringing 
back information from meetings 
where UCSC now has no student 
input. Article III was designed to 
insure that no power-mad monster 
could ever gain the office of 
campus rep (noting of course that 
he/she would represent only the 
CCR and not the campus). 

As of this date only Crown’s 


Committee of Ten has ratified the: 


CCR constitution. The Stevenson 
Council is taking it up this week, 
and several of the other colleges 
without student councils are 
planning referendums. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE 
COMMITTEE OF

Article I: Purpose

One woman (the secretary 
of Mafiaconnected lawyer John 
Vernon) goes to bed with Varrick 
for absolutely no reason connected 
with the script, other than that 
he’s the male lead. (He has, 
however, just given her two dozen 
roses, so maybe she’s so over- 
whelmed by the gesture that she 
bequeaths her favors in thanks.) 

Now I’m not saying that films 
should necessarily hold up moral 
examples for audiences. Many 
excellent films have been built 
around characters who behave 
abominably (vide Psycho, Sweet

when a film is as completely devoid 
of entertainment value as Charlie 
Varrick, you begin to notice that it 
exists in a moral vacuum. The 
film is almost completely without 
suspense, characterization, or 
humor. The opening sequence is 
middlingly competent, with 
Matthau rather amusingly 
repeating his old man-routine 
from Kotch as a disguise for the 
bank robbery, but it’s all downhill 
from there - until, by the end of the 
picture, one is left with an im- 
pression of almost unadulturated 
vileness.

At the entrance to our campus bookstore is a packing box open to 
contributions of books for prison inmates. The other day a few books lay 
huddled in one corner like sleeping rats and the only two titles I could see 
had horses in them. I thought of prisoners reading about stallions at 
Christmas. Filled with great pity, I snared one of the books and galloped 
wildly out out of the store. An alert deputy lassoed its neck and I was 
booked on a charge of having ‘‘a dangerous tendency to revert to a 
former state.” 

And new I am jail-bound myself, living on horsemeat, but I’ve 
managed to ride a book that sails, which has always been my patient 
father’s ambition for me. 

So it looks like a lot of reading will be done before parole. I've been 
thinking about listing the advantages of such an activity, even though 
most are obvious. It saves gas. It’s cheap. It makes you smarter than 
you thought you were. And almost anyone can do it. 

A really remarkable number of good books have been published in the 
last few months. Most of them are not yet available in paperback, but 
spending afternoons in your local bookstore can be as interesting and 
entertaining as anything else. You never know what acquaintance of 
yours is going to be attracted to what ludicrous title. I’ve noticed that 
people dress and act in bookstores in a manner faithful to the characters 
they really are. We appear before books as before critics or jurors. They 
pack the stands like cocky spectators with season tickets. 

One day I saw a professor perform in a downtown shop. He fondled 
tor a long time and with obvious respect the works of a great master, and 
when I looked up again he was walking out of the store, empty-handed, 
dignified, and grave, as if bearing some new weight on his back, another 
literary experience under his belt. One of the rewards for earning a 
degree is that you can get your books free.

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about an English consul in Mexico and the relatives and friends who 
seem to represent other parts of Lowry’s consciousness. The drunken 
consul moves up and down the balance (until his violent death) between 
the brightness of the volcanoes and the darkness of Mexico. 

Day's biography of Lowry is the first comprehensive one about the 
Englishman who spent most of the latter half of his life with his wife in 
primitive British Columbia. Especially interesting is the insight into his 
two marriages and his relationship with Conrad Aiken, his tutor and 
sometimes-close friend. Aiken, an immensely intelligent but little read 
poet-novelist-critic, died last summer; Lowry took his own life in 1957. 

Many volumes of short stories by well-known writers have come out 
lately. The Muses are Heard represents most of Truman Capote’s stories 
as well as his sensitive sketches of cities and people--including one of the 
elusive Danish author Isak Dinesen. 

Stories of two men considered for the Nobel Prize last month have also 
been recently collected: A Russian Beauty and Other Stories by Viadimir 
Nabokov and Collected Stories by Graham Greene. Alberto Moravia, 
author of The Conformist, has written Bought and Sold, a group of brief 
stories all told from the point of view of women trying to deal with their 
new freedom in middle-class Italy. 

Now competing on at least an equal footing with the United States and 
Europe in many other ways, Japan has been making contributions to 
world literature also. Yukio Mishima, who committed a ritual sword 
suicide before a crowd in 1970, is said to have handed his epic work to his 
publisher that same day. The Sea of Fertility is a four-part cycle of novels 
probing deeply into Japanese life in’ this century, exploring the 
development of individual and national needs that led to wars and post- 
war Japanese attitudes. The third volume, The Temple of Dawn, has just 
been translated into English. 

These are only a few of the notable books that will be eyeing us from 
the shelves this winter. The best way to put them in their place is to pick 
them up and read them.

African’s 
documents will contain further information, including residential district 
and ethnic grouping. Provision is made for future inclusion of in- 
formation about each person's voting rights and dates upon which they 
were exercised.

world computer industry has aided South Africa by alleviating some of 
the skilled labor shortages, while raising productivity and reducing cost. 

The ‘Big Three’’ including American Motors and others set a sales 
record in 1969 of 256,000 vehicles sold, a rise of 21 percent over 1968 and 
nearly doubled the level of sales in 1963. 

General Motors has had a South African assembly plant in Port 
Elizabeth since 1926. In 1969 GM with an investment of $125 million 
controlled 17.8 percent of the South African car market, 14.4 percent of 
her commercial vehicle market, and 16.8 percent of the total national 
motor vehicle market. GM, by increasing export activity, is earning 
valuable foreign exchange for South Africa. Thanks to the support of 
General Motors, of the sectors which contributed markedly to the ex- 
pansion of secondary industry in South Africa, ‘transport equipment” 
was the star performer of the sixties, showing an average annual increase 
of 21.4 percent in output. 

GM South Africa is active throughout the colonies in southern Africa. 
It exports to Namibia and Mozambique and sales in Angola are made 
through a subsidiary. 

General Electric has been in South Africa since 1898. Today it has 
grown to a major South African producer of heavy electrical equipment, 
household appliances, machine tools, and diesel locomotives. In ad- 
dition to diesels, GE supplies transformers to the Electrical Supply 
Commission and electrical and atuomation equipment to the Iron and 
Steel Corporation, both government-formed companies. Recently, GE 
was awarded a $16.5 million contract to supply electrical and automation 
equipment to a new $140 million rolling mills complex. General Electric 
showed a pre-tax profit in South Africa of $136 million in 1970. GE sales 
in the republic amount to $100 million annually. ‘‘White progress is 
GE's most important product.” 

Caltex is owned jointly by Standard Oil of California and Texaco, Inc. 
Of the three major refineries in South Africa, one is operated by Mobil 
Oil, one jointly by British Petroleum and Shell, and the third by Caltex. 
Caltex and Mobil refine half of the republic’s imports. 

Both Caltex personnel and the corporation itself openly support South 
Atrica. R.D. Wrigley, Jr. a former Americn manager of Caltex South 
Africa, is a member of the South Africa Foundation. 

In 1970 Ford's sales totalled 53,600 cars and trucks, accounting for 
about 19.6 percent of the car and 14.7 percent of the truck market in 
South Africa. Ford's total investment in South Africa is about $63 
million. In addition, Philco-Ford, a Ford subsidiary, conducts research, 
development, and production of communication and control systems for 
milliles and = satellites, weapon and space systems, missiles, in- 
strumentation and advanced electronics, as well as special purpose 
computers. 

International Telephone and Telegraph Company (ITT), which is 
infamous for subversion abroad and political corruption domestically, 
has two subsidiaries in South Africa: Standard Telephone and Cables, 
and ITT. Supersonic South Africa. Products produced by these two 
subsidiaries are not only sold in South Africa but are exported 

throughout SouthernAfrica and Europe. STC is already South Africa’s 
major supplier of the rapidly expanding micro-wave telephone system of 
the Post Office and the Bolsburg facility turns out a very ‘proportion 
of South Africa’s micro-wave requirements. ITT in 1970 signed a $1.5 
million contract with the South African Government to supply postal 
automation machinery, which will speed up sorting and delivery of South 
African mail. 

Because of the severe shortage of skilled technicians, STC imports 
personnel (whites only) both on an assignment form STC plants in other 
parts of the world and by actively recruiting in several European 
countries. 
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Data Background 


By tar, the bulk of the information presented in this fact sheet is 
derived trom two booklets issued by Assemblyman (Fifth District) John 
Dutton's office in Sacramento. The two uncopyrighted studies are 
entitled “*University of California Investments: Racist or Responsible?” 
and ‘‘The State of California and Southern African Racism; California's 
Economic Involvement with Firms Operating in Southern Africa”. 
Much of this fact sheet is derived from unbracketed quotes which ac- 
counts for much of the discontinuity and rough transitions found 
herein. In any case, 90 percent of the facts compiled for this sheet are 
documented in those two studies which might be obtained by calling or 
writing the assemblyman’s office in Sacramento.

Article III: Campus Represen- 
tative 


Section 1: Selection: The 
Committee shall select a campus 
representative from the student 
body. He/she*shall serve at the 
pleasure of the Committee for a 
term not to exceed one year. 

Section 2: Authority: The 
campus representative shall 
represent the Committee to the 
Board of Regents and to the U.C. 
Student Body Presidents’ Council. 
He/She shall speak only in the 
name of the Committee and shall 
be bound by its instructions. 
He/She shall be a non-voting, ex- 
officio member of the Committee. 
_ Section 3: Issues Arising from 
the Business of the Campus 
Representative: The Committee 
shall consider all matters arising 
trom the business of the campus 
representative. 


Article IV: Coordination of 
Funding 
for Campus- Wide Organizations 


The Committee shall assemble 
and review funding requirements 
of campus-wide organizations and 
report them to the colleges. 


Article V: Representation 


Section 1: Each member college 
shall select two representatives to 
the Committee. Each member 
college shall have one vote. 

Section 2: Each college shall 
determine the method of selection 
of its college representatives. 
Representatives shall serve at the 
pleasure of their respective 
colleges. : 
Article VI: Voting 


Section 1: No issue shall be 
voted on by the Committee at the 
same meeting at which it is in- 
troduced. During the interim, 
each college representative shall 
report to and consult with his/her 
college. College representatives are 
bound by the instructions of their 
respective colleges. 

Section 2: Unless otherwise 
specified, issues stall be decided 
by a majority vote of the member 
colleges. 

‘Section 3: A quorum = shall 
consist of two-thirds of member 
colleges. 
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Article VII: Authority of the 
Committee 
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Representatives shall speak only in 
its own name. It shall not speak in 
the name of the University of 
California or of the students of the 
University of California at Santa 
Cruz or of the colleges. 


Article VIII: Amendments and 
Ratification 


Section 1: Amendments: 
Amendments shall be accepted to 
this Constitution by an affirmative 
vote of three-fourths of the 
member colleges. 

Section 2: Ratification: This 
Constitution shall take effect upon 
ratification by three-fourths of the 
colleges. Each college shall 
determine its own method for 
ratification of this Constitution. 

Section 3: New Member 
Colleges: Additional colleges shall 
become members of the Com- 
mittee of College Representatives 
upon ratification of this Con- 
stitution, 
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groups. Radical Therapy ap- 
proaches the practice of therapy 
from the point of view that 
schizophrenia as well as_ other 
forms of what is called mental 
illness are strategies of behavior 
and interpersonal relationships 
that the patient has learned to use 
in order to achieve control over an 
oppressive social environment. 
Since the behavior is learned, it 
can be unlearned. From the point 
of view of Radical Therapy all 
people have the capacity to 
consciously understand and 
change their behaviour in order to 
achieve happiness and control over 
their lives. In Radical Therapy 


each patient has the responsibility 
to set his or her own goals for the 
therapy. The therapist and patient 
work together cooperatively to 
achieve these goals in the patient’s 
life.
